The substance of the letter (it is too 
lengthy to reproduce) is that if local 
option is voted in Nelson county it will 
be unlawful for any one to GIVE an¬ 
other a drink of spirituous, vinous or 
malt liquors in Nelson county, or to 
procure for, or furnish to, another such 
liquor. 

The writer quotes sub-section 2 of 
Sec. 2557 B, Ky. Statues which reads 
as follows: 

“It shall be unlawful for any person 
to sell, lend, give, procure or furnish 
to another any spirituous, vinous or 
malt liquors for the purpose of selling 
them in any territory, where said act 
is in force, and any person so offending 
shall be fined not less than fifty nor 
more than one hundred dollars, and im¬ 
prisoned not less than te'i nor more 
than fifty days.” 

The writer then continues: 

"The language of this statute is plain. 

It is as unlawful to give a drink of in¬ 
toxicating liquor to another in a local 
option district as it is to sell it. And 
the man who gives a drink to another 
is as much a violator of the law as the 
keeper of a blind tiger who sells a 
quart of whisky, and is subject to the 
same penalties, a fine of not less than 
fifty dollars and imprisonment in Coun¬ 
ty jail for not less than ten days. It is 
as much a violation of the law to pro¬ 
cure liquors fot another in a local op 
tion territory as it is to sell it to him, 
and it is equally a violation of the law 
to furnish same to another in such ter¬ 
ritory from whatever place the party 
so furnished the liquor may have pro¬ 
cured it.” 

We can hardly believe that Judge 
KeHy w rote this article, for it certain¬ 
ly could not have escaped the notice of | 
so good a lawyer as he that the Court 
of Appeals in an opinion rendered on thT^EStft? 

Nov. 20, 1903, held that the section 1 • * • * 

above quoted refers only to a person 
who shall sell, lend, give, procure for, 
or furnish to another liquors jTO BE I 
SOLD BY HIM. It is not an offense 
to GIVE liquor to another under the 
Statute, unless it is given, with the in- 
tennt or purpose that it is to be SOLD 
by the person to whom it is given in 
territory where local option is in force. 

It is sufficient answer to the article to 
give the decission of the Court of Ap¬ 
peals above referred to. which is found 
76 Southwestern Reporter, page 
1084. The case went up from Green 
countv and the opinion was rendered 
by Judge Settle. 

We feel assured that all who read 
this opinion will be convinced of Judge 
Kelly’s error. The opinion is as plain 
as words can make it and is absolutely 
conslusive. 

If Judge Kelly really did write the 
article for the Daddyless Herald—and 
we are almost persuaded that he did 
not—we are quite sure he overlopked 
this decission, and we believe when his 
attention is called to it, he will retract 
his statement. He owes that much to 
the people. 

We give the decission in full as fo.. 
lows:

an appeal to thia court, which was 
granted. 

The question presented by the appeal 
for our consideration is whether or not 
it is a violation of the local option 
law for a person to give another a 
drink of spirituous, vinous, or malt 
liquor in territory where that law is m 
force. It is contended for the common¬ 
wealth that the appellee was guilty of 
a violation of the local option law aa 
amended by the act of March 11, 1902 
(Acts 1902, p. 41, c. 14). The only 
provision of that law which makes it an 
offense to “give” to another “spiritu¬ 
ous, vinous, or malt liqpors” is found 
in section 2, wherein it is declared that 
“it shall be unlawful for any person to 
sell, lend, give, procure for, or furnish 
to, another any Bpirtuoua, vinous o> 
malt liquors, or to nave in his posses¬ 
sion spirituous, vinous, or malt liquors 
for the purpose of selling them in any 
territory where said act is in force, and 
any person so offending shall be fined 
not less than $50.00 nor more than $100.- 
00, and imprisoned not leas than ten, 
nor more than fifty, days.” In Huyaer 
v. Commonwealth, 76 S. W. 174, this 
court, in construing certain provisions 
of the act of March 11, 1902, said of 
section 2: “It will be observed that 
the object of the foregoing section is 
not the punishment of the person who 
himself sells or otherwise disposes of 
spirituous, vinous, or malt liquors where 
local option is in force, for his punish¬ 
ment is provided for by section 6 of the 
act, but its object is tne punishment at 
the person who shall sell, lend, give, 
procure for, or furnish to another such 
liquors, to be sold by the latter where 
local option is in force, or for having in 
his (the former’s) own possession such 
liquors for the purpose of selling them 
in the forbidden territonr.” it it 
manifest, however, that the gift to 
another of spirituous, vinous, or malt 
liquor in territory where local option ia 
in force —whether the quantity given 
be one drink or more—is not an offense 
under section 2 of the act supra, unless 
it be made with the intent or purpose 
that it is to be sold by the person to 
whom it is given in territory where 
local option is in force; but, if given 
with that purpose, the offense is com¬ 
plete. even though the place of giving 
is outside ot the territory where local 
option obtains. As further said in Huy- 
ser v. Commonwealth, supra “Sec¬ 
tion 5 * * * takes the place of sec¬ 
tion 4 of the original act, and its object 
is the punishment of any person who 
sells liquor where local option is ia 
force. Its language embraces any sale, 
barter, or loan of spirituous, vinous, or 
malt liquors that may be directly or 
indirectly' made within the inhibited 
territory. This section also makes K 
an offehse for any person to Knowingly 
furnish or rent a house, room wagon, 
or other conveyance, or thing in which 
such liquors are sold, bartered, or 
loaned. And the punishment pre¬ 
scribed for the offenses named in this 
section is a fine of not less than $64/ nor 
more than $100, or imprisonment in 
jail of not less than ten nor more than 
fifty days, or both fine and imprison 
ment, in the discretion of the court or 
jury.” Though the language of section 
o makes it unlawful lor one to sell, 
barter, or loan” spirituous, vinous, or 
malt liquors in territory where local 
option is in force, it does not make it 
an offense for one to give to another 
such liquors in the territory mentioned

This committee has 
published a list of 1,000 words in which 
the spelling is reformed.

The President’s official sanction of 
this reform movement is regarded as 
the speediest and most effective method 
of inaugurating the new system of 
spelling throughout the country. Not 
only will the printed documents emanat¬ 
ing from the President utilize the re¬ 
form spelling, but his correspondence 
also will be spelled in the new style. 
Secretary I-oeb has sent for the list of 
one hundred words, which have been 
reformed, and un its arrival will imme¬ 
diately order all correspondence of the 
President and of the executive force of 
the White House s|ielled in accordance 
therewith. As the spelling reform 
committee shall adopt new reforms, 
they will be added to the President's 
list and also to that of the public prin¬ 
ter. 

While the order to the printer to-day 
does not contemplate an immediate re¬ 
form in the spelling of official docu¬ 
ments from the executive departments 
in Washington, it is regarded that more 
than likely the respective beads of the 
department will fall in line with the 
President's ideas and have their official 
documents printed in the new spelling.

TORTURE 

Is No Name For This If the Story 
Told Is a True One.
